HE country church has n place 


to fill in tho rural community 
that can bo filled by notblnc 
else. In too many cases the 


church ban failed to make tho most of 
Its opportunities. Its growth has not 
kept pace with tha growth ot other 
rural Institutions. 


Tbo country church Is too often a 


more imitation of tho city church. 
The church oQlccra and the pastora do 
not recognize that rural needs in- re- 
ligion aro as distinctive as rural needs 
in education. In tho city tucro is room 
for many churches and many denomina- 
tions. In tho country 'this Is not tbo 
case. One church Is enough for any 
country community, and (C Is nMargo 
vttlnRo that can support more than 
ono. Tho curse of denonilnatlonallsm 
hai been the ruin of religious life In 
many u rural community. From being 
an exponent of IJMCO the church too 
often has become a promoter oC strife. 
A spirit of friendly rivalry has devel- 
oped many times Into a bitter fight be- 
tween denominations. Whon churches

flRht tho devil gets his fine, and too 
often he has seined his opportunity to' 
capture- tho ^hola community, bag and 
baggage. 


The cases -where church differences 


are carried to extremes are fortunately 
comparatively rare. Tht worst part of 
tho division Into denominations Is 
found usually In tho division of church 
support. A community that could sup 
port one thriving cburcli dl\ tcie-i Its en- 
ergies among half a dozen. The only 
bass nlngor Is a, PrpabyttTlnn perhaps. 
and the soprano Is a Mrthudlbt and tho 
roxt of the choir aro Baptist*. As a 
result tbo HlnRlnR In all tbo churches 
L> n, mluuri quantity, or nearly BO. Tho 
only good Sumlay school superintend- 
ent balongv to ono denomination and 
all tb* Rood tencla-rn bclous to anoth- 
er. As u result ail the Sunday scbooh* 
lead a pnvarlom existence. 


One of the worst effects Is seen in 


the soclM lite of the community. Tho 
country church should bo the center 
of rural sdclal life. 
When? several 


weak churches havo talcpn the place- of 
one strone churca this Is Impossible. 
A free mingling of all tho people lu 
thu community on an equal basis Is 
Interfered with 


Another of the evils of dcnomlna- 


tlonallsm Is tho division of financial 
support. When tho money tbat might 
support one itroni? chuwh is divided 
among two 07 three tho results aro 
disastrous 
The llrst effect Is seen 


In tho quality of the preachers. The 
salaried which tho divided churches 
can afford to pay will attract only tho 
poorest class of preachers. Often two 
or three to\\ni arc joined together and 
one prenchor provided for all. Ho 
must spend a large share of his time 
traveling, and* hli only Influence In 
tho community Is that which ho ex- 
erts from the pulpit on Sunday. If 
InHtead of glvlntr one preacher three 
churches In different towns ho worn 
given tho three In the same town, he 
would havo more tltno to give to bis 
people. 


In osscntlal' the different churches 


have the same belief. Rural people 
want the plain, simple religion of 
Jeius Christ^ They have no tlrao to 
split hair* over fancied differences of 
creed. Few of them know th<» creed 
oftho church to which they belong 
or n hcther it has a cr«;d or not Tho 
Bible IK creed enough for them. 


Tho Increased financial support which 


tho 
consolidated 
church 
receives 


means it better building, better lighti. 
moro money for 'ho Sunday icbool 
and, above all, a better preacher. 
7'hls Uit Is the moot difficult point. 
Ideal preachers for rural churches aro 
dllOcnlt to socuro 
Tho thcokglcnl 


schools do not recognize the country 
church as having needs tb&t differ 
from those of the city church. The 
pastor who Is dent to the country 
church Is usually a city born and city 
trained man with city Ideals. Ho has 
no understanding^ of niral life or rural 
problems aiid too often he has 
f no de- 


sire to Icaru. Uo looks upon the coun- 
try church ns a stepping stone to a 
pulpit In tho city. 


It Is llttlo Bonder tba't a preacher 


with no sympathy with the problems 
or HV*S of his people cnnnot achlove 
the hlffhest success He gives the pco- 
plo theology when they want the sim- 
ple faith. Ho tells them how to dlo 
when they aro trvlns to lenrn how to 
llvn. 


Modem ajt'rlcnlture has nwatenea 


Oic rural communities. It has renovat- 
ed tUe rural scheeln, and where ulven_a 


chanco It ts breathing the breath of life 
into the country churches. The Idea 
Is sacrilegious only to those who re- 
gard agriculture as nn occupation 
only, like bunking or law. Agriculture 
Is much raoro than tills. It Is u life 
led by more than 40,000,000 people. 
The churcb that docs not recognise 
that life and help tbo people who aro 
living It to solve their problems can- 
not hope to become a power In Its 
community. 
, 
. Tho fundamental chance must como 
with the education "of the preacher, 
/or he Is the active force in th" church. 
It makes little difference whether ag- 
riculture replaces some of the theolo- 
gy In tbo denominational schools or 
whether practical religion Is 'slvon a 
larger placo la the agricultural -col- 
leges. The successful country* pastor 
of the future will be educated on a 
mixture of religion and agriculture. 
Ho will havo a deep, abiding^ sympa- 
thy with country Ilfo and an-appreclti- 
Uon of- its problems. Ho will lift the 
church to1 Its' proper placo In tho com- 
munity. Tho 
mission boards nro 


sending many "Industrial missionaries" 
to foreign lands. These nro young 
men and women trained In the indus- 
trial colleges. They are training- the 
heathen in the arts ot agrlcnltur? and 
Industry and aro making better Chris- 
tians of them than has ever been dono 
before. If men of this type could bo 
placed in the country churches of this 
nation the moral Ilfo of tho Und 
would be revolutionized. 
I do not menu that agriculture need 


be preached from tbo pulpit, although 
that may be udmltilble on occasion, 
la the spring of ]!>10 Iowa faced a 
seed corn famine. An early freeze the 
fall before destroyed the vitality of a 
large share of the seed corn while It 
was itlll lu the fields. As planting time 
approached It became evident that un- 
less something nnusuul were done the 
greater sharo ot- the cornfields of tha 
stotn would be planted to corn tbat 
would not produce moro :San a frac- 
tion of a stand. Twenty per cent of 
the- bent corn In the state, which was 
shown at a corn show at the agricul- 
tural college In January, was abso- 
lutely dead. Tests of, ordinary seed 
over tho state showed that not moro 
than 25 per cent of the average seed 
was capable of prodncing strong stalks. 
In UiLi crisis tbt> extension department 
of the college, among other things, 
sent (tut letters to nearly all the coun- 
try pienchcrs In the state asking tbat 
they preach sermons on the importance 
of testing seed corn and throwing out 
tho bad ears. A few of tho preachers 
*cre Insulted by the suggestion, con- 
sidering that such a course would bo 
a profanation of tbo churcb. But more 
thau 400 preachers prepared sermons 
in accordance with the suggestions 
and delivered them. 
A better text 


could not have boon desired. Tbo anal- 
ogy between seed corn and, men was 
cnnlly drawn, nnd from tha'idea of 
testing «oed corn It waa an easy step 
to •'be thought of how men must bo 
tested. The most powerful sermons 
glvci In many ot tho country churches 
In Iowa that winter were those with 
seed corn for a theme. In addition, tho 
proiuboni hod the batlsfacllon of know- 
Ing that they had a part In adding to 
tho material as well as to tho spiritual 
wcjfire of their communities. 


ThU case is nn exception, bnt It Illus- 


trate.- tho point More often the pas- 
tor's agricultural knowledge will stand 
blm In good stead outside tho church 
door. It •nltt give him nn understand- 
ing of nature that nlll be reflected In 
his sermons and will reach 'be' hearts 
of his people In a way that R sermon 
.aden with tlm spirit of tha paved 
streets never could do. The piaster 
who calls on ono of tbo farmers lo 
his community nnd talks wltb him in- 
telligently regarding his work, perhaps 
giving blm sorna holpful suggestions.

In Postal Bank—Yankee Ingenuity to* 


• Mark Adoption of Plan. 


That th<> United States -Rill have, a 


postal savings bank plan entirely dif- 
ferent from nil other poitnl savings 
schemes and tuat Ita superiority o%cr 
other systems Is a tribute to Yankoo 
Ingenuity are two ot the facts brought 
out lu an explanation made recently 
by rrank H. Hitchcock, postmaster 
general, concerning hie Intentions ro- 
gard'ng tuts new financial feature In 
the life of the country- 


Mr. Hitchcock has assured himself 


that the groundwork has boon laid se- 
curely for the establishment of tbo 
postal banks. 


Cash Register Guards Deposits* 


Although every other country which 


lias a postal savings bank system uses 
the pass boot plan in order to keep 
track of the deposits of money, Mr. 
Hitchcock, after many conferences wltn 
authorities ou savings banks, has de- 
liberately cut loose from this scheme, 
lie has decided to adopt a plan which 
In the cud will depend upon machin- 
ery.To be more exact, the cash register 
essentially an American Idea, will keep 
tabs on ,thc deposits of money and will 
guard tiio public against the possibili- 
ty of embe/zlcment and theft on the / 
part of those who handle the stilus 
turned In to bo guarded by the gov- 
ernment. 


Xever before has this plan been con- 


sidered by any country, and all over 
Europe there is now in effect the 
cumbersome scheme of handling paits 
books. 
All the other postal savings 


plans of the world aro practically 
Identical. 


It la now up to some Inventive genius 


to put on the market a cash register 
which will do the things required for 
handling the money intrusted to the 
postoffices of tho United States. 


Deposit Slips at Pint. 


But Mr. Hitchcock has not calculat- 


ed that the cash register system can 
1)0 put into operation at once, first, 
because no satisfactory register is'on 
the mirkot and, secondly, because tho 
expense of Installing the system at 
once wouid be too great 


For the flrot six months or a rear 


there will be used deposit slips, han- 
dled by hand. They will be in figures 
from $1 to $9, and in addition to these 
there will be alips for $10, $20 and $50. 
The $10, $20 nnd $50 slips will be made 
out In duplicate, so that there will bo 
no opportunity for clerks or receiving 
tellers to falsify them. 


Only the slips running from $1 to 39 


will be made out in Ink as issued, and 
the postmaster General ' baa' figured 
that there Is slight chance of anybody 
incurring the danger of the peniten- 
tiary for the benefit of falsifying any 
entry'less than $10.
